THE FUTURE OF INDIA. 

‘Tae future of the British rale in India 
is a very difficult question, and one the 
consideration of which caunot be de- 
ferred much longer. The condition of 
India has changed so enormously of 
late years, that the present system must 
be gradually modified ; with railways 
and telegraphs, education and vernacu- 
lar newspapers, permeating the penin- 
sula from one end to the other, it will 
be hopeless to endeavour to maiutain 
for many years more the military vale, 
benevolent though it may be, which at 

resent keeps India in the grasp of the 

ritish Raj. As long as India was 
divided agaiust itself into kingdoms of 
different sizes with scanty means of 
communication, with rulers mutaally 
hostile, and with different languages 
and religions, a small number of Bri 
soldiers and officials could govern it by 
maintaining the divisions and playing 
off ove tribe or kingdom against au- 
other. It was a matter of little prac- 
tical conceru to the mass of the popula- 
tion whether it was an Englishman or 
a Mahratta who conquered and taxed 
them: they were used to being op- 
pressed by an outsider of some kind, 
and the Englishman was the lesa op- 
pressive of the two. Having once con- 
quered India, our officials there trasted 
that the immobility of Oriental iustitu- 
tions, and the readiness of all Orientals 
to accept accomplished facts, would be 
the great security of our rule: and then 
with western recklessness aud enorgy 
they set to work to break down the 
barriers which guavauteed their secu- 
rity. We are doing our best to spread 
emong the peoplo of Hindostan the 
civilisation and the language of the 
West, aud to educato them in the duties 
and responsibilities of self-governmen 
and we must uot be surprised to dis- 
cover that we are creatiug a monster, 
which we may find it very difficalt 
to control. In an earnest if some- 
what exaggerated little book, entitled, 
New India, ov India in ‘ransition Mr. 

Cotton, of the Bengal Civil 
Service, discusses this important _ques- 
tion ; and though the author is himself

vhen the officials spent the best parts | 


of their lives in the country, has be- 
come more centralised and despotic 
thon it used to be; and on the other 
hand, the education with which we 
have endowed them has filled the 
energetic, able and aspiring portion of 
the population with new ideas and 
opinions, and caused them to complain 
as they never did before, of the injustice 
which they imagine is done them by 
the imposition of an alien despotism. 
The quick-witted Indian learns very 
fast; and we havenotonly given him new 
political ideas and methods of language, 
bnt we have united the various peoples 


of the peninsula by providing them with 
acommon language. In former days the 
confusion of tongues was an insuper- 
able obstacle to unity; now, in Mr. 
Cotton's words, “the English language 
is established as the channel through 
which the fire-worshippers of Bombay 
and the Baboos of Bengal, the Brahmins 
of Madras and the Mahrattas of Poona, 
the Pathans and Rajpoots of Upper 
India, and the Tamil and Teluga-speak- 
ing races of the other extreme ond of 
the peninsula, are able to meet ou one 
common platform, and to give expres- 
sion to their common interests and as- 
piratious. A quarter of a century ago 
there was no trace of this.” 

Mr, Cotton recommends our Govern- 
ment to be wise in time. At present 
the educated natives, as they showed 
Inst year when war with Russia was 
imminent, are not anxious to over- 
throw our rule; and they certainly are 
rot anxious to supplant it by that of 
any other foreign power, But they 
will not long consent to be the taxed 
aud unrepresented subjects of the Em- 
press of India. We have trained, 
educated and equipped their intellect 
and their ambition; they are not like 
inese on whom western culture 
ion impress themselves 
very slowly, and affect with difficulty 
habits of thought that are the result of 
centuries of isolation. The natives of 
Indi are of similar race with onrselves ; 
thoy have a similar if different activity 
and ncnteness of mind, and they readily 
assimilate the lessons that we have 
taught them, Our Government is said 
to consist of'a ruling caste of foreigners 
endowed with au almost complete 
monopoly of place and power, and an 
impassiveness not easily stirred by 
ism; bat if England should once 
yet into serious trouble in Europe, il is 
much to be feared that the natives 
whom we have educated in India would 
take advantage of the opportunity to 
assert their right to a much greater 
share in the government of the country 
than they now enjoy. When the 
Queen took over from the East India 
Company the Government of Hindos- 
tan, a promise was made to the people 
that the service of the State should be 
thrown open to all British subjects 
without regard to their race, colour or 
eligion ; the history of the bill for 
which Mr. Tlbert—who only bronght it 
forward in his official capacity—was so 
unjustly abused, is a proof how difficult 
it is to get the English residents in 
India to carry ont sympathetically the 
Queen's proclamation. The educated 
| natives are not at present anxious to 
gain their demands by revolution ; but 
jit is the basiness of the Parliament 
and the government at home not 
; to shut their eyes to the fact that these 
| demauds exist and grow stronger daily, 
j and that if concessions are not granted 
from tho ontside they will sooner or later 
be enforced from inside. Mr. Cotton 
farthersays that we should set to work to 
endue India with a commencement at 
any rate of self-government, and he 
seems to be unaware of the large ad- 
vance which English rulers in India have 
already made on that direction. The 
ultimate result is to be a federation of 
independent states cemented together 
by the power of England, which is an 
Abbé de Siéyés sort of way of arrang- 



































ing the world without taking into 
account the nature of the peoples in- 
habiting it. No political education 
will change the nature of men, make 
for instance the Mabratta forget his 
masterfal, turbulent ways, or the 
mild Hindu forget this subtleness. ‘The 
characters of the different Indian peo- 
ples are ingrained in them by the action 
of thousands of years, and the teachings 
of England will not effect such changes 
as will bring the dreams of such specula- 
tors as Mr. Cotton within the widest 
range of politics which there would be 
any use in considering. This in Mr. 
Cotton’s own words is what we should 
Took forward to :—“ Yenrs must elapse, 
generations may pass away, before we 
ean expect the cousummation of the 
policy advocate. But it is a policy 
which we should always keep before 
onr eyes, to which all our efforts should 
converge. Sooner or later India must 
again take her old rank among the 
nations of the East, and all our action 
should be dovoted to facilitating her 
progress to freedom. Not iu mere 
vague talk, but strenuously and of sot 
purpose, it should be the principal, ob- 
ject of our Indian Government to ad- 
dress ito to the peacefal lqnidation 
of its concerns, and the recoustraction 
of native administrations in ita own 
place.”

THE TOUR OF THE SEVENTH PRINCE. 
‘Tae tour of observation or inspection 
which the Seventh Prince, Chun, the 
fathee of the Emperor, is about to 
make may be « revival of the old 
notivity of his race which bas been 80 
long dormant, But in one way it will, 
if it is onrried out to the extent 

dicnted by our Tientsin Correspondent, 
give the P Au oxperience never 
before enjoyed by one of his line. He 
will be the first Manohu prince to travel 
in a steam-ship, and that alone is a 
remarkable innovation on the old ways 
of Chinese Imperial life, It shows 
ag strikingly as anything that has gone 
before the immense changes whioh 
have taken place in this ovuntry, The 
reception of Foreign ambussndore hy 
the Emperor was certainly not a spon. 
taneous act of Imperial graciousuess, it 
was obtained only ufter pressure had 
been used. ‘The employment of foreign 
wkill, arms, machinery, were all state 
necessities without which the Empire 
could not have been held together, 
and wanting which it would lave 
® helpless prey to its enemies or to 
ambitions neighbours, ‘The improve- 
ments in the defences of the country 
which have been adopted during the 
Inst quarter of a century, were of course 
made with the full consent of the 
members of the Imperiul family who 
take a share the government of the 
empire, but whatever was done by 
them in this way occurred in the capital 
or its immediate vicinity, and the acti- 
vity which was attributed lo the Seventh 
Prince, his desire to see the navy and 
army improved, had in the eyes of 
foreigners and probsbly also of the 
provincial Chinese, always something 
of the flattery which Gazettes aud Court 
reporters bestow ou personages of his 
rank, Prince Cl’an now steps beyond 
the precinets of the yaméus in Peking, 
and goes forth to see fur himself what 
lns been doue by Vioeroys aud naval

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Emperor Kiang Hi, on travelling by 
sea, as recorded by Juhu Bell of Auter-

least, in order to moet the requirements 
of modern times. For the Emperor 
told the Russian Envoy that “having 
heard that his Czurish majesty exposed 
himself to many daugers, especially by 
water, at which he was much surprised, 
he desired he wonld take the advice of 
an old man and not hazard his life by 
coumuitting himself to the rage of the 
merciless waves and winds, where no 
valour could avail.” Every ono will 
hope that the first experiences of Prince 
Ch‘un on the Gulf of Peobili will be 
plonsant, aud that on his return to 
Peking he may have so mnng agrooable 
novelties Lo relate that other members 
of the Imperial family may be led to 
omulate and surpass his adventures by 
lund and sea, 

We are not sanguine enough to ex. 
pect that thin visit to cnmps, arsenals, 
and forte, and short trips noross the Gulf 
of Pechili mean any great departure 
by the Mancha Princes from their cus. 
toms, It may mean no departure at 
all, but be merely an adventure under. 
taken by one of them whose curiosity 
about foreign things hna led him to lay 
aside the habitual Inssitude of mind 
which has so long possessed the govern. 
ing class in the capital, Ho may be 
influenced svlely by ouriosity, but if it 
should be #0, it is no slight thing to 
have a Prince of the blood permit such 
n very natural feeling to get the better 
of the soorn of Western ways which wo 
Ind come to consider traditional in bis 
class and the mandarivate that isolates 
iteelf in Peki We prefer to think 
that the Prince is auimated by a desire 
to acquaint himself with the results of 
the Inrge expenditure on moder means 
of defence which the Ewpiro haa ine 
curred in recent years ; it would perhaps 
bo inferring too much if we were to 
sny that he las heard of the activity 
in their departments displayed by the 
Princes of the great Earopeau Houses 
and desires to imitate it, Still Uuat may 
have had sowe influence on bis mind, 
as the world ns in late years been 80 
bronght close together, that even those 
who dwell in its recesses, as in the 
yaméus of Pekiug, oan uow kuow the 
occurrences in the every day life of 
their coutewporaries, It will be euffi- 
cient to look upon this step of the 
Seventh Prince as evidence that some 
at lenst of the reigning family have a 
desire to get themeelves abreast of the 
progressive world, and his so doing 
nny have the most important effect on 
Inrge numbers of the nobility and others 
ofinfluence. Nations hi 1 Professor 
Seeles’s opiuion, ‘as it were, very atiff 
joints, They -do uot easily learn a 
uew kind of movement,” and if this is 
true of other parts of the world it 
inadequately describes the condition of 
Ohiua daring the’ first three quarters 
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of the last hundred years or so, In that 
time her rulers e been content to 
pass a sort of decrepid arm-chnir exist 
ence, and that the Empire las escaped 80 
well at the hands of the spoilers is due 
more to good luck than to any display 
vf national valour, If of late times the 
polioy of the beat Chiueve statesmen has 
shown nome of the vigone of the encly 
duys of this dynasty, their efforts have 
always appeared more provincial if not 
dual, than springing from an 
Imporin! policy, though of course they 
must have had the aupport of the ruling 
powers in Peking. It will be all to the 
advantage of the empire if members of 
the Imperial House take « share in 
what we may oall the outside work, 
the practical administration of the nffuirs 
of the country, Any way we look at 
it the tour of the Seventh Prince will 
be an exceptional event in modern 
Chine, and, even if it should unfor- 
tunately be curtailed of the short voy- 
aye to Port Arthur, one from which 
good to the ovantry may reasonably be 
expected to follow.

We are in 
danger of aveing our merchants and con- 
tractors defeated by those of other cot 
tries, Ivis true that other Powers have 
also left their Legations at Peking in the 
charge of Secretaries, but it would be very 
unsafe to follow the example of England 
in sucha matter; forthat country is noted for 
nothing so much as for neglect of her 
foreign interests, aud fur rop:vssing instead 
of encouraging the enterprise of her mer- 
chants, ‘The vacant post should bs at 
filled up, aud we cannot recomm 
more fit person to fill it than Count ‘T
